In the year 1888 Frederick H. Rindge a philanthropic 
citizen of Cambridge founded the Cambridge Manual 
Training School out of pure love and sympathy fer his fel- - 
low men. He gave to Cambridge what it sadly lacked. a 
school to educate the young men of the city in the various 
trades so that on jeaving school they would be better equip- 
ped to enter industry. 

At that time the Manual Training School was practical- 
ly in its infancy but it was recognized by thoughtful men 
to be of high educational value. With the knowledge 
gained from other schools of this class and with an ex- 
perienced faculty this school was equipped with the latest 
machinery that made it rank with the best Manual training 
schools in the country. At this time all academic subjects 
were taken at the English High School but through the fur- 
ther generosity of its founder it became equipped with anoth- 
er building in 1892 which provided sufficient class rooms 
to carry on the work without necessitating the boys leaving 
the school premises. The completion of this building left 
the school equipped with forge, wood-working, and iron 
working shops, mechanical drawing rooms. 

The city appropriated what is now the Washngton 
Building, originally intended for a grammar school, con- 
taining nineteen class rooms with an assembly hall large 
enough to seat six or seven hundred people. It came to. 
the point where this school no longer was a manual training 
school but had developed into a technical school. and with 
the acceptance of the proposal of the present principal the 
name was changed to the Rindge Technical School. It 
now ranks with the best technical schools in the country 
containing at present two large machine shops, a_ pattern, 
forge, carpentry, printing, and automobile shop, a foundry, 
an art, room, two mechanical drawing rooms, chemical 
physical, and electrical laboratories, twenty three class 
rooms, and a large assembly hall. The faculty is composed 
of forty competent instructors all versed jn the different 
subjects or trades they teach. The reputation of the schoo] 
is supported by alumni in all parts of the world and all 
walks of life and wherever one hears the name Rindge he 
may be assured that the man representing that school is a 
good worker for the motto we strive to live up to 1s ‘“Work

About 
five minutes later the Bowdoin team 
made its appearance. After practic- 
ing for a while, the captains of both 
teams came together, and tossed for 
the goal. The Bowdoin captain won 
the toss. The Red and Green cheering 
section roared out its approval. 

Hollywood kicked off to Bowdoin, 
and the game was on. During the first 
quarter neither team scored and the 
ball remained in the middle of the 
field nearly all the quarter. The 
teams seemed to be studying each 
other. The second quarter started, 
with the ball in Bowdoin’s possession 
on their own forty-yard line. She 
made her first down in four rushes. 
Being held for four downs without a 
gain, they kicked, and a Hollywood 
back recovered the ball, on his own 
ten-yard line and advanced it to the 
twenty-yard line before he was 
downed.

MR. RICHERT’S LANDSCAPES 


From the Boston Transcript 


Charles H. Richert is exhibiting a 
group of. his recent landscapes at the 
gallery of Grace Horne, Stuart St. 
until April 22. We do not know 
of any one of the local landscapists 
who has made such a distinct advance 
in his work lately as Mr. Richert- 
He has taken a great stride forward in 
the quality of his color and in almost 
every other respect. 





His color is very 
much deeper and _ livelier than it has 


ever been before. It is indeed quite 


astonishing in its force and resonance. 
His palette has taken on new and po- 


tent tones, and he bids fair to become 
a distinguished colorists. This new de- 
velopement affects his entire attitude 
towards nature, apparently, for he now 
turns to good account motives that 
would have been beyond him in the 
earlier part of his career. Thus, the 
advance stages of a painter’s technical 
development bring to him opportuni- 
ties that are wanting to the earlier 
chapters of his professional life; in- 
creased facility with increased con- 
fidence, and greater pleasure in the 
exercise of his power, open up fresh 
vistas, and renew mental alertness and 
vigor. 

We remember very well the first 
landscape exhibited by Mr. Richert in 
the little gallery where the graduates 
of the Masachusetts Normal Art 
School used to show their pictures and 
sketches in the old Copley Hall build- 
ing, Clarendon Street: 


They were nice, delicate, refined, 
and agreeable, but not very full- 
blooded or virile canvases. There 
was little in them to give ground for 
the anticipation that he would ever do 
the kind of work that he is doing now. 
But the foundation must have been 
there. He has struck his pace. The 
phrases of nature that he is interpreting 
are far more profound and fascinating 
in their lights and shadows, far more 
stirring in their intimations of vitality 
and grandeur, and he seems to see, 
himself, and to have the power to make 
us see, the big aspects of the outdoor 
world, and the splendor as well as the 
refinements of its harmonies.
